I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  ending  31st  December  1945. 

KERRI SR  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUP OIL  is  the  most  Southerly  Local 
Government  division  in  England,  comprising  the  whole  of  the  Lizard 
Peninsula  and  adjoining  the  Districts  of  Falmouth,  Penryn,  Truro 
(Rural),  Camborne,  Redruth  and  West  Penwith, 

It  contains  21  Parishii  (of  which  11  are  coastal  and  10 
are  inland)  having  a total  area  of  90,799  acres  (142  square  miles), 
and  with  an  estimated  population  of  19,700. 

The  names  of  the  Parishes  together  with  their  areas  and 
population  (1931)  are  set  out  in  Table  I. 

In  the  Southern  half  of  the  district  there  are  large  areas 
of  Serpentine,  Gabbre,  Hornblende  and  Granite  gneiss;  in  the  region  of 
the  Helford  River,  the  country  rock  is  Clay  slate  (Killas).  The 
Northern  end  of  the  district  rests  upon  Granite,  and  an  outlier  of  this 
rock  occurring- -at  the  Western  end,  is  -heavily  mineralised  and  forms  the 
well  known  features  of  Godolphin  and  Tregonning  Hills. 

Granite  is  extensively  quarried  in  the  Northern  area  and 
Hornblende  and  Serpentine  are  used  for  road  metal.  The  ornamental 
Serpentine  industry  is  carried  on  by  independent  workers,  mostly  in 
their  own  homes,  and  there  is  a thriving  trade  in  small  polished 
ornaments,  mostly  in  the  summer  months. 

Tin  mining  was  at  one  time  carried  on  extensively,  but  at 
present  large  Stamps  at  Great  Work,  and  the  smaller  water  driven  Stamps 
at  Wheal  Gilvore,  are  the  only  ones  working.  There  are  disused  China 
Clay  quarries  at  Tregonning  Hill, 

The  Chief  Industry  is  Agriculture,  particularly  Milk 
production,  for  which  the  high  rainfall  and  equable  temperature,  are 
admirably  suited.  Lobster  and  Crab  fishing  is  carried  on  off  Cover aok 
and  Cadgwi th

There  has  been  no  serious  ou  tbreaic  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  district  during  the  year  and  the  position  as  regards  Diphtheria 
continues  to  be  satisfactory,  with  the  realisation  of  the  desirability  of 
Immunization  of  children  under  school  age.

During  the  year  under  review  the  usual -rou  tine  work  of 
the  Department  was  maintained  as  far  as  possible  under  War  conditions. 

In  the  early. part  of  the  year  Mr.  Moffat t prepared  Plans 
Specifications  and  Quan ti ties  for  a scheme  of  Water  Supply  for  the  Lizard, 
When  ready  for  submitting  to  the  Ministry  for  approval,  the  Council 
altered  their  decision  and- decided  to  have  a comprehensive  scheme  or 
schemes  for  the  whole  area.  This  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

Much  of  Mr,  Moffat t's  time  as  Surveyor  has  been  taken  up 
in  work  in  connection  with  damage  to, property  by  enemy  acti.on  preparation 
of  Schedules  of  Condition  of  houses  requisitioned  for  Evacuees  and  static 
water  supplies,  and  other  Wartime' works."*' 

During  the  year  a Borehole  'was  sunk-  at.  Coverack  to  augment 
the  Water  Supply.  As -tire  yield. was  inadequate  this  scheme  was  subsequently 
abandoned,  and  it  was  decided. to . use  the  river  water  and  chlorinate. 

One  Slaughterhouse  in  the  district  is  licensed  for  the 
slaughtering  of  horses  for  human  consumption. 

There  has-  been,  .complaint  as  to  the  conduct  of  this  business 
and  on  the  whole  the  quality  of  the  carcases  has  been  good  and  free  from 
disease.  It  has  only  -been  necessary  to  condemn  two  carcases  and  a 
small  amount  of  offals  during  tie  year. 

There  is  a Government  Controlled  Slaughter  House  at 
St.  Gluvias,  and,  owing  to  the  distance  from  the  Offices,  a local  man, 
who  holds  the  Pood  Inspector's  Certificate,  has  been  appointed  to  deal 
with  inspections  at  this  place.
